PHENOMENAL RAINFALL IN 
SYDNEY. 
Sypnxy, 13th April. 
Tho heaviest fall of rain experienced in Syd- 
ney foranumber of years occurred this morn- 
ing, and resulted in rest damage to property.’ 
Prom’? to 9 o’olook rain fell in torrents in tho 
city and suburbs, flooding all the low lying lands 
aud. blucking traffic, in the satreats, causing 9 
temporary suspension of business. The stroots 
wore sebmorged to a dopth of several fout in some 
laces, presouting the appearance, of a swollen 
tivor. ‘Cho water flooded through the shops and 
houses ‘vith resistloss foron, and large Inkes were 
formed rapidly as a wide stream flowed from the 
high lands to tho various flats. Large quantities 
of road metal and debris of all kinds wero washed 
away. Tho tram lines were covored, nearly alt 
the traing had to stop running, Evon the roil- 
way trafio was stoppod on the Parramatta lino.
